London, Nov. 19.—The English g°”

roy of India, has decided to abandon 
his tour of the northern portion of ti 


eourtry and hasten to the south to 


deal with the dissatisfied tribesmen. 

In a strong article in its columns 
today, the Pall Mall Gazette warn: 
the government of the imminent dan 
ger in the situation in India, 

‘Conditions are now so alarming,” 
says the Gazette, “that it is now im- 
possible to conceal the fact that the 
crisis must be dealt with swiftly and 
with judgment. The government wil! 
800m forced to take comprehensive 
precautions there.”’ 3 

It is the opinion of the paper that 
the threatened uprising gives evidence 
of a systematic propaganda on thx 
part of the revolutionists to tamper 
with native troops. 

Face Anarchial Conspiracy. 

Lucknow, India, Nov. 20—Karl Min- 
to, vice-roy of India, upon being pre- 
sented with a loyal address here, said 
he declined to be persuaded by the 
sedition in parts of India that the 
time was inopportune for the broaden 
ing of the political basis. He would 
not admit that the reputation of the 
whole nation was affected by the fan- 
atical dutrages of one section of it 
Nevertheless, the existing danger: 
could not be minimized. They wer 
face to face with anarchical vonspir- 
acy and special weapons must be fur- 
nished to meet it and the evil finally 
eradicated. ‘

INCREASE IN EXPORTS 
DECREASE IN IMPORTS 


Trade Returns For October Show ar 
Encouraging Increase in the Tota! 
Value of Domestic Exports—First 
Seven Months This Year Fal 
Behind Last. 


Ottawa, Nov. 19.—Trade returns fo) 
the month of October show an in- 
crease of $2,602,074 in the exports o 
domestic products and a decrease .. 
$6,221,515 in the imports of merchand 
isee entered for consumption as com 
ared with October of last year. Th: 
otal value of domestic exports for thi 
month was $26,999,212 as compare: 
with $23,697,148 for the same mont! 
last year. Exports of agricultura 
products increased by about $4,090, 
000, while exports of the mine and o 
animals and their products each fel 
$2,000,000. The total exports, exclu 
sive of coin and bullion, were $26,262. 
985, as compared with $31,484,000 fo: 
October, 1907. 

For the first seven months of th« 
present fiscal year the imports en 
tered for home consumption totallec 
$162,908,302, a decrease of $59,726,93 
#8 compared with the same period o 
1907. During seven months coin anc 
bullion were imported to the value o 
$7,212,812, as compared with $1,396, 
375 Jast year. Exports of domestic 
products for seven menths totalled 
$136,408,263, » decrease of $12,862,525 
The total trade for the seven months 
was $318,495,985, a decrease of $75,- 
216,434.

Trust in the World, is Further 
Examined in the Suit to Dissolve 
the Standard Oil Trust—He Terms 
Rebates ‘‘Drawbacks''—Cross-Ex- 
amined Today. 


New York, Nov. 19—John D. Rocke- 
feller branded himself an able debater 
today when he continued his sworn 
testimony on the birth and growth of 
the Standard Oil. He did not call the 
freight repayments which the Stand- 
ard Oil received from the Fennay!-

Rockefeller confessed to having ac 
cepted rebates emilingly, and prompt- 
ty entered his defense which showed 
clearly that he did not believe that 
his pet trust had done anything mor- 
ally or ethically wrong in getting pre- 
ierred rats over the independent oil 
dealers.

ESTIMATED CROP 
YIELD IN ALBERTA 


The Average Yield Per Acre Exceeds 
That of Either Manitoba or 
Saskatchewan. 


While a complete estimate of the 
output of this vear’s erop fog the prov- 
ince is not vet available, the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has compiled the 
jollowing partial estimate based on 
the erop correspondents 


on as much information as could be 
secured from the threshers themselves. 
The estimate will serve to show in 


has been harvested this vear and what 
the railways will be called upon to 
move in the course of the next few 
months. It is worthy of note that the 
average yield per acre in Alberta ox- 
ceeds that of either Manitoba or Sas- 
katchewan. 

It would appear that the acreage 
devoted to spring wheat was not quite 
#0 large as the estimate made in June, 
nor is the yield proving quite as 
high as was anticipated in early July. 
It is estimated there was 154.487 acres 
of spring wheat and that the yield 
will be 2,844,600 bushels, or an aver- 
age of 18.41 bushels per acre. 

Best Crop on Record. 

The present estimate shows that the 
acreage of winter wheat harvested is 
nearly 10,000 acres over the July esti- 
mate, that is, 104,330 acres giving a 
yield of 2,397,588 bushels, or an aver- 
age yield of 22.98 bushels per acre, 
but the general average for the prov- 
ince is greatly reduced by other dis- 


tricts not showing such high av- 
orages. 
Individual yields of winter wheat 


show that wherethe land was properly 
cultivated probably the highest yields 
the province were 
oltained this year. Numerous in- 
stances show that over 69 bushels per 
acre have been obtained. This only 
shows what can be done by proper 
methods of cultivation and brings out 
in striking contrast the low yields 
where poor methods of cultivation pre- 
vail. 
Oats Show Low Average. 

Oats-—The estimated acreage is 400,- 

702, with a yield of 12,068,600 bush- 


els per acre. The yield in a number 
of districts was materially reduced 
through continued rain and later un- 


portions of the province the yield of 
oats is not nearly up to the average. 
Other districts again report one of 
the best crops of oats grown in mény 
years, 

Barley—The estimated acreage ie 
73,086, with a total yield of 1,442,065 
bushels or an average of 19.73 bushels 
per acre, while the average for the 
province for the ten years has been 
in the neighborhood of 27 bushels per 
acre. It will thus be seen that this 
year has been a decided off one for 
barley. 

Flax--The season has proved an un- 
favorable one for flax, the estimate 
being 4.04 acres of flax with a total 
yield of 62,983 bushels, or an average 
of 7.82 per acre. This is the lowest 
estimate ever made jor flax in the 
province. 

Not Un to Exoectations. 

The yield of grain in 1908, despite 
the most excellent prospects in the 
early” summer has net given any- 
thing like as favorable an out-turn us 
was fondly honed in view of the un- 
fortunate loss of crop of the previous 
season. The only exception to this 
general statement is that of winter 
wheat, which this year has given the 
best crop on record,

THE SUPRESSED 
INTERVIEW OUT 


Synopsis of Kaiser’s ‘‘Century” In- 
terview Obtained—Impolitic 
Sentiments Expressed. 


London, Nov. 19—Exactly what Em- 
peror William said on world politics 
to Dr. William Bayard Hale, the dis- 
tinguished clergyman, traveller, and 
writer, on board the imperial yacht 
Hohenzollern, at Bergen, Norway, has 
at last come out. 

Dr, Haile was secking an article 
for the Century Magazine, which 4r- 
ticle, in view of the earthquake cre- 
ated throughout Germany by the in- 
terview subsequently given by Emper- 
or William to a diplomatist for the 
London Daily Telegraph, has been 
suppressed at the request of the Ger- 
man government. The emperor talievd 


to Dr. Hale several hours. He was 
bitter against England and full of 
the ‘yellow peril."’ He declared Ens- 
land a traitor to the white man’s 
cause. He predicted she would ulti- 
mately lose some of her colonies 


through her treaty with Japan. Th» 
invitation to the American fleet of 
battleships to visit New Zealand and 
Australia was intended to eerve notive 
in England that those colonies were 
with the white man and not with the 
renegade mother country. The British 
colonies would show by the ardor of 
their reception that they understood 
the situation, 

Japan Fomenting Insurrection in 

India. 

The emperor declared that Japan 
even now was fomenting an insurres- 
tion in India. This insurrection might 
break out within six monthe. Ger- 
many and the United States would, 
however, find a solution of the eastern 
question. There was a complete un- 
derstanding between Emperor William 
end President Roosevelt on this point 

They intended to divide the east 
against itself by becoming the recog- 
nized friends of China. Negotiations 
had been progressing favorably tor 
months. A very high Chinese official, 
the emperor said, would soon visit 
America and Germany. The terms 
would then be made known, guaran- 
weing the protection and integrity cf 
China and the open door, Every 
statesman now realized the empevor 
declared, that Russia, in her great 
struggle with Japan, was really fight- 
ing the white man’s cause; was fight- 
ing it miserably. 

Sympathized With Russia. 

The emperor expressed sympathy 
with Russia, remarking how different 
the result would have been if the bur- 
den of carrying the white man's stand- 
ard had ‘been placed by Providence 
upon his invincible battalions. H Ja- 
pen should be suffered now to get con- 
trol of China, Europe would suffer 
an attack, The emperor was keeping 
friends with the Mohammedan world 
He was even supplying them with 
rifles, because they were devils in a 
fight and stood there ‘between the east 
and the west where they could break 
the first force of the attack. Emperor 
William said he believed America 
would be forced to fight Japan within 
the next ten years. He seemed eager 
to talk and poured # steady stream of 
criticism upon Englund for twe 
hours 

Dr. Hale was received by the em 
peror as a distinguished traveler, 
scholar and writer. He was informed 
the kaiser’s inviolable rule was never 
to communicate with newspaper men. 

Believed to be Authentic. 

London, Nov. 1%—The Hearst News 
correspondent has received a most im- 
portant synopsis of what the kaiser 
said to Dr. Williatn Bayard Hale dur- 
ing his famous interview on the Ho- 
henzollern. The synopsis contains th 
names and facts apart from the politi- 
cal epinions of the kaiser, which 
seems to remove all doubt of the aec- 
curacy of the synopsis already cabled 
The correspondent submitted the datg 
tonight to Sir Charles Dilke, perhaps 
the highest authority of England on 
international polities. He examined 
it with the greatest interest, but acted 
ike a man already familiar with ite 
contents. After reading it. he said:- 

“Thanks, but I must decline to dis- 
cuss the kaiser, his words or his 
works. On the general subject matter 
of the interview I can only say that 
England's alliance with Japan was a 
policy arranged after considerable 
thought and consideration. “England 
is in a ‘better position to ile 
efficacy und value than anyone else 
As to *‘Yellow Peril."’ 
observation that through the 
treaty England may 
lose colonies is a pure matter ol 
prophesy, of which time will demons- 
trate either the truth or the falsity 
As to the ‘yellow peril’ the idea is, to 
my thinking, extremely crude. The 
‘yellow peril’ in order to become men- 
acing, presupposes the division oi the 
world into two parts, with all the Asi- 
itic nations forgetting all separate dif- 
ferences, grouping themselves together 
wainst a similar group of the whit 
nations. The idea of the ‘yellow peril’ 
is as | say, extremely crudé 

“As a man of some experience in in- 
ternational affairs, 1 will say that the 
talk of an international crisis and of 
war seems to me to have less basis at 
present than for many years past. 
There always were some difficulties on 
the horizon of international politics, 
but these at present seem than 
usually troublesome.”

Accurate Information Obtained Con- 
cerning the Death of China's Ru!- 
ers—Old Emoress Was Under Hal- 
lucination That Ghost Was Pur- 
suing Her. 


Pekin, Nov. 19.—-All those sections 
in China in telegraphic communica- 
tion with the forbidden city felt the 
pulse of the quivering Empire today 
when it reported there had been 
wiolesale assaasiuations at  eourt, 


Prince Ching being murdered and km- 
press Dowager Yehonala dying of poi 
éon. But the reports were untrue 
Prince Ching was at the palace both 


today and yesterday, and \althougiy 
the dowager is said to be seriously ill, 
it Is not poison Accurate  infor- 
mation of how the late Km 
peror and dowager met — death 
has at last been obtained. Neither 
was poisoned. The death of the Em 
peror was caused by cardaic weak- 


ness. The fatal illness of the dowa- 
ger dated from Nov. 1, when she terri- 
fied the court by a burst of temper 
which marked the end of her career 
Two days later, on being informed 
that the death of the emperor was 
near, she was stricken with paralysis 
The last days of her life were epent 
under the hallucination that a ghost 
was pursuing her, beckoning her with 
its cold bony hand to a mausoleum in 
the hills, whither she sent Pr'ner 
Ching with offerings to appease th 
spirits. Prince Ching returned from 
his mission on the night of November 
13th. The dowager immediately called 
the grand council together at tw« 
/elock ir the morning of the Mth 
hey returned with the edicts an- 
nouncing the suecession to the throne 
“T can bear no more,” she said, “4 
ter signing them and relapsed ints 
unconsciousess.

GAS PRODUCER “PLANT WORKING.

GUILTY OF NEGLECT. 


Judge Taylor presiding in the dis- 
trict court yesterday found John 
Smith and Mrs. Smith guilty of neg- 
lecting to provide medical attendance 
for their child, who was dangerously 
ill last July at her home, 343 Picard 
street 

“The question to be decided first,” 
“said Judge Taylor, ‘is whether the 
child was in such a condition as to 
require medical attendance. I think 
that in the light of the evidence sub- 
mitted Imust find the accused guilty 
of the offence under the act.” 


In charging the prisoners through a 
German interpreter, the judge told 
them that in neglecting to give proper 
treatment to their child they had com- 
mitted a criminal offence. He felt 
that they had allowed their passions 
to get the better of them in rejecting 
the warning of Dr. Whitelaw. 

“T shall not impose a sentence to- 
day, but shall let you go on suspend- 
ed sentence. Your dismissal from 
this court is conditional on your giv- 
ing proper attention to your children 
You will always find it wiser and 
cheaper to call in a doctor in the early 
stages of sickness.”’ 

The case for the crown closed yes- 
terday noon with the evidence of Dy 
Sloane and ex-Detective Ware, which 
was largely corroborative of what was 
heard from Dr. Whitelaw, medical 
health officer, and Dr, Shearer. 

The defense called on many of the 
neighbors and friends of the Smith 
family, who swore that the accused 
parents had always been kind to their 
children and had conducted their 
household as well if not better than 


as 


the majority of German families of 
thelr station in life 
Dr. McGibbon, the family doctor, 


told of calling at the hospital at the 
request of the parents to look after the 
interests of the little girl. He ac- 
quainted Dr. Whitelaw with his view 
of the child’s condition, but Dr. 
Whitelaw was not disposed to act on 
his suggestion. 

To Mr, Robinson Dr. MeGibbon 
said that the parents had given the 
child treatment similar to what is uni- 
versally used throughout Austria in 
cases of that kind, 

Under such treatment 
sisted of “schnapps” 
vals, bread and honey, electric oil and 
painkiller, Dr. MeGibbon thought the 
child would unquestionably have re- 
covered. 

Mrs. Smith in her evidence, said 
that they did not attempt to conceal 
the child from Dr, Whitelaw because

She said that 
when the doctor told her that the 


child had typhoid fever she told him 
she would call in a doctor. 

Mr. Smith said he had just come in 
from the farm on the day that he and 
his wife were arrested. He had ‘n- 
tended calling in Dr. MeGibbon the 
next morning. 

Dr. Whitelaw when recalled, said 
that on the evening of the arrest both 
parentse had refused point blank to 
call in a doctor. 

Judge Taylor coneurred with the de- 


fendants’ counsel that it was very 
questionable whether the parents 
should have been taken away from 


their children at ten o’clock at night 
and lodiead in jail for nearly two days, 
especially when the mether had a six 
months old infant lying in the cradle. 
It would have been better to have 
made the arrest in the morning if 
such were found to have been neces- 
sary
